To  the  Chairman  arid  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  of  Connah'  s Quay. 

Sir*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
of  1950  on  the  health  of  the  population  of  Connah' s Quay. 

I would  like  to  point  out  the  generally  satisfactory  state 
of  health  in  Connah' s Quay  in  comparison  with  that  of  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole. 

During  the  year  two  additions  of  legislation  were  instituted; 
one,  the  adoption  of  the  Model  Byelaws  relating  to  food,  and  the 
other  the  Prevention  of  Pests  Act.  The  latter  mentioned  Act  being 
primarily  connected  with  food. 

The  Byelaws  concerning  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery 
of  Pood  are  a step  towards  cleaner  foods,  but  there  is  no  doubt 
that  there  is  much  to  be  done  to  implement  the  intention  of  the 
Byelaws . 

I would  like.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  vital  statistics  of  Connah' s Quay  with  those  of  England  and 
Wales. 

Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate. 

The  figures  given  in  the  tables  of  vital  statistics  referring 
to  Births  and  Deaths  are  crude  rates,  irrespective  of  age,  sex  and 
distribution,  and  some  factor  is  necessary  for  a correction  to  be 
made,  based  on  the  equal  distribution  of  age  and  sex,  as  it  is  for 
the  remainder  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  corrected  rates  are  as  follows  : 

Births.  19/19  per  1000  of  the  population. 

Deaths.  10.37  per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  corrected  Birth  rate  indicates  that  it  is  still  higher 
than  England  and  Wales  as  a wl.  ;.Ie,  and  the  increased  corrected 
figure  for  Deaths  is  still  lower  than  for  England  and  Wales,  these 
figures  giving  a vital  and  healthy aspect  to  the  district. 

The  still  births  are  less  than  those  of  19/9  and  in  Infant 
Mortality  the  total  of  deaths  in  1950  was  less  than  those  for  both 
1948  and  1949 * the  1950  comparative  rates  being  Connah's  Quay  19*6 
and  E n gl a nd  a nd  Wales  29.8. 

Another  significant  factor  is  that  the  deaths  of  the  infants 
occured  under  the  age  of  4 weeks,  indicating  some  congenital 
abnormalty  rather  than  environmental  defect. 

Cause  of  Deaths. 

The  principal  cause  of  death  was  from  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases,  although  it  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a reduction 
in  the  total  deaths  from  cancer  in  1950,  from  14  in  1949  to  8 in 
1950.  Further  there  has  been  a reduction  in  deaths  from  T.B., 
the  comparative  rates  being  Gonnah's  Quay  .13  to  England  and  Wales 
.36 . 


Infectious  Disc  a ses. 

There  was  an  increase  in  measlc-s  notifications.  This  was  due 
to  the  epidemic  that  was  prevalent  throughout  the  country,  but  the 
total  of  scarlet  fever  cases  was  less  in  1950  than  those  in  1949, 
the  comparative  figures  being  Connah's  Quay  1.05  and  those  for 
England  and  Wales  1.50.  There  was  also  a reduction  in  notification 
of  T.B. 

There  was  one  case  of  acute  Poliomy litis  which  resulted  in  the 
death  of  the  patient.  Extensive  enquiries  were  made  and  everything 
was  done  on  the  preventative  side,  but  there  is  much  field  work  to 


be  done-  on  the  epidemology  of  this  disease  and  this  work  is  now 
being  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  with  the  co-oper- 
ation of  Public  Health  Departments  of  Local  Authorities. 

In  this  Report  I would  like  to  thank  the  personnel  of  the  St* 
John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  on  the 
Willing  help  which  they  give  to  the  public  generally. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and 
also  for  the  loyal  co-operation  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  Department*  and  to  the  other  Officers  of  the 
Council  who  have  always  shown  me  courtesy  and  consideration*

WATER. 

Present  Supply  and  Description  of  Works,, 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  two  sources,  the 
greater  part  comes  from  tappings  on  the  Birkenhead  Aqueduct,  and 
is  passed  directly  to  the  district*  The  remainder  of  the  water  is 
taken  from  the  Council's  own  Gathering-ground  at  the  Waterworks. 

The  waterworks  comprise  wooded  under  drained  Gathering- 
ground  of  some  12  acres  in  extent,  from  which  a main  drain  conveys 
water  to  a chemical  house  and  coagulation  tanks*  Prom  these  tanks, 
water  passes  into  two  storage  reservoirs  of  100,000  and  250,000 
gallons  capacity  respectively,  and  is  pumped  through  two  pressure 
filters  and  a base  exchange  type  softener  to  a treated  water 
storage  tank  of  100,000  gallons  capacity;  the  filtered  water  is 
chlorinated  en  route  from  the  softener  to  the  storage  tank* 

(Quality  and  Quantity, 

During  19  50  the  standard  of  the  water  was  maintained  as. 

Class  1 at  all  times. 

90,344,100  gallons  were  supplied  to  the  district, 

55,256,500  gallons  coming  from  the  Birkenhead  Aqueduct  and 
35,087,600  gallons  coming  from  the  Council's  own  Gathering- ground. 

Proposed  Works  for  Supplying  Premises  Where  Bo  Mains  Supply 
is  Available. 


During  the  year  in  question,  no  works  for  supplying 
additional  properties  were  carried  out,  but  the  Rural  Waters 
Supply  Scheme  received  further  consideration,  as  has  also  the

This  service  is  carried  out  by  one  vehicle  and  4 men, 
which  includes  the  driver.  In  addition  another  man  divides  his 
time  between  the  refuse  vehicle  and  attending  the  tip. 

The  vulnerable  points  in  its  organisation  are  similar  as 
contained  in  the  1949  report  and  in  cases  of  illness  and  holidays 
it  has  been  impossible  to  man  the  vehicle  in  sufficient  strength 
and  consequently  the  collection  has  suffered  and  a weekly 
collection  was  rs.re.ly  obtained  during  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Labour  for  refuse  collection  is  difficult  to  obto.in  in  the 
district  as  men  show  a preference  for  other  work* 

Until  the  late  summer  the  tip  was  situated  centrally  but 
owing  to  its  almost  completion  and  some  difficulty  in  controlling 
fly  infesting  it  was  decided  to  utilise  a depression  at  Colomcndy 
Farm,  Northop*  The  position  of  this  tip,  which  is  almost  on 
the  perimeter  of  the  district,  has  provided  an  additional  strain 
on  the  organisation,  making  some  adjustment  necessary® 


This  authority  was  collecting  paper  until  early  in  1949, 
when  at  that  period  it  was  impossible  to  sell  the  paper  and  the 
Council  gave  instructions  for  collection  to  cease.  Until  the 
end  of  1950  these  conditions  existed , although  the  Council  have 
during  the  year  considered  the  matter  again,  but  principally  on 
an  economic  basis  and  with  that  in  view,  considered  the  problem 
as  associated  with  trade  refuse  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the. 
matter  had  not  been  resolved. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT , 

During  the  year  an  informal  approach  was  made  to  one 
factory  concerning  the  excessive  smoke  emitted  and  though  the 
approach  was  prolonged  the  owners  carried  out  major  works  of 
laying  a new  flue  floor  and  the  installation  of  automatic  feeds. 
This  has  resulted  in  a groat  improvement. 

V'T1}W:W  DATH-3  AID  POOLS. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  and  pools  in  the  area.  Open 
air  bathing  takes  plo.ee  in  the  River  Dee  during  the  summer  months. 
Beach  guards  are  appointed  during  school  holidays  to  avoid 
drowning  fatalities.  The  nearest  Indoor  Swimming  Baths  is  5 
miles  away, 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1950,  came  into 
operation  during  the  year®  A rodent  operator  is  employed 
jointly  by  3 contingent  Local  Authorities  for  work  of  inspection 
and  disinfestation. 


The  man  spends  consecutive  periods  with  each  authority 
but  this  method  lea.ves  periods  of  investigation  and  control 
without  attention.  The  area  is  too  largo  for  him  to  attend 
individual  complaints  as  they  arise.  This  matter  has  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  during  the  year  a.nd  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Joint  Committee  for  consideration.

Detailed,  inspections  under  the  provision  of  the  Housing  Act, 
were  not  made*  There  are  many  houses  in  the  district  below 
•standard  and  some  by  their  siting  and  condition  appear  to  have 
no  alternative  but  to  be  considered  with  a view  to  demolition,.

The  Council  at  the  end  of  1949  had  completed  the  programme 
for  one  estate  and  during  1950  the  Red  Hall  Estate  was  acquired 
and  tenders  for  112  houses  approved.  Towards  the  end  of  1950 
work  on  roads  for  40  of  these  112  was  commenced. 


The  total  number  of  houses  which  the  Council  have  built 
between  the  wars  and  the  post  war  period  is  525,  This  total 
includes  50  temporary  type. 

The  Council  have  a points  scheme  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  total  cf  applications  for  Council  houses  were  277,  of 
these  approximately  55^  have  some  degree  of  overcrowding  and  the 
regaining  45^  indicate  that  applicants  are  either  living  in  rooms 
or  with  parents.

During  the  year  application  to  the  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  v»/as  made  for  cases  under  Section  93  and  Section  45 
of  the  public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  appeal  to  the  Court 
concerning  3 houses  was  successful. 
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SECTION  B 
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POOD  supervisioe; . 

The  Council  adopted  the  Model  Bye-laws  concerning  the 
Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  food  and  Sale  of  Pood  in  the 
open  air,  and  when  brought  into  operation  every  trader  dealing 
with  food  was  sent  a copy  of  the  Bye-laws  andl  a copy  of  Section 
13  of  the  Hood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Towards  the  backend  of  the 
year  the  Council  consented  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
meet  and  address  the  traders  and  their  staff  concerning  the 
application  of  the  Bye-laws,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  this 
meeting  had  not  taken  place. 

Many  visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  during  the  year  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  advice  given  but  the  major  problem 
associated  with  food  premises  generally  is  the  lack  of  space  to 
carry  out  improvements  as  a great  many  of  the  premises  serve  the 
duel  purpose  of  domestic  and  trade. 

In  one  case  a bakehouse  was  inadequate  and  plans  were 
submitted  for  another  bakehouse. 

In  two  cases  informal  approach  was  made  to  the  owners 
concerning  2 Public  Houses.  These  involved  major  works. 

The  chief  difficulty  was  lack  of  space  to  carry  out  the  improve- 
ments and  by  the  end  of  the  year  effort  by  the  owners  was  being 
made  to  overcome  the  difficulty,
